The members of the Jaipur Ra]dhani Samiti on behalf of 
the citizens of Jaipur hereby submit in this memorandum their 
views on the question of location of Capital & Seat of the High 
Court of Rajasthan for favour of consideration of the Hon ble 
Chairman and Members of the Rajasthan Capital Enquiry 
Committee 

Appointment of the Committee and Terms of Reference 

2 The Hon ble Committee has been appointed by the 
Government of India to go into the question of location of 
Capital and the Seat of High Court of Rajasthan m view of the 
merger of Ajmer with the State of Rajasthan with the following 
terms of reference — 

(1) Whether m consequence of the merger of Ajmer with 
Rajasthan any change should be made in the existing 
arrangements as regards the Capital or the High 
Court of Rajasthan 

(2) Whether the Capital or any other offiOes should be 
shifted from Jaipur 

(3) Whether the principal seat of High Court should be 
moved from Jodhpur 

(4) Whether the existing benches of the High Court 
should continue as they are or should their number 
be increased or decreased ’’ 

3 The Hon ble Committee has thus been entrusted with the 
mam task of making an enquiry and recommending to the 
Government of India as to whether m consequence of the 
merger of Ajmer with Rajasthan and also on account of adminis 
trative reasons any change should be made in the existing 
arrangements as regards the Capital or the High Court 
Rajasthan In other words the Hon ble Committee is to en 
and recommend as to y m the State of Raiasthan 



be the best place for the location of the Capital and for tl’® 
Seal ot the High Court of Rajaslnan 

4 Before coming straight to the various terms of re^re^'^® 
of the Hon ble Committee the Jaipur Rajdhani Samili feeU that 
it vnll not be out of place to put here m brief the past hislor’' 
relevant to the question of location of the Capital of Rajasthan 
at Jaipur The Samiti also feeU it very desirable to give in this 
memorandum a detailed objecllve survey of Jaipur along ■with 
brief comparative description of Ajmer and Jodhpur with a 
view to facilitate the tas!^ of the Hon ble Committee for consider 
mg the relative merits of these cities and decide the issues 
before it 

Past History 

5 Consequent upon the formation of the Greater Rajasthan 
Union in the year 1949 the Government of India had appointed 
an Expert Committee under the Chairmanship of Shri B R 
Patel to submit proposals for the selection of a Capital from 
among the important towns of Rajasthan and the Committee 
was ashed to have regard to the following factors 

(a) Administrative Convenience 

(b) Availability of Buildings 

(c) Climatic conditions 

(d) Provision for drinhing water electricity etc 

(e) Any other factor which the Committee consider 
relevant 

6 The question of integration of Ajmer with the Union of 
Rajasthan wa not till then considered but as it was thought 
that ultimatelv it ma> have to be merged m the Union of 
Rajasthan the latel Committee decided to consider the claims 
of Ajmer also for the Seat of Capital of Rajasthan 

7 The Patel Committee had issued a lengthy que tionnaire 
to the Dewar of tne former States of Jaipur Jodhpur and 
Bikaner and adminj”;! atois of the various integrating Stales 
of Rajasthan and the Chief Commissioner of Ajmer Merwara 
Ministers ano Lthf'r ohicials of the s Slates requesting them 
to provide the Committee with informal on of certain points in 
respect of Jodhpur Jaipur Udaipur and Ajmer respectively 
This questionnaire was also i idejy circulated throughout 
Rajasthan and Ajmer among the leading Associations Public 






Institutions and individuals to enable them to forward their 
views to the Committ'=‘e 

8 The Patel Committee visited the four cities of Jaipur 
Aimer Jodhpur and Udaipur ana had an opportunity of meeting 
officials non officials individuals a^ well as A sociations who 
gave the Committee various representations and also informa 
ion bearing on the question of Selection of a particular City 
as the Capital of the State 

9 The Patel Committee considered at length the claims of 
Jaipur Ajmer Udaipur and Jodhpur and submitted its recom 
mendation in a report to the Government of India on 27th 
March 1949 The claims of Ajmer for being the Seat of Capital 
of Rajasthan were ruled out altogether and the Committee 
suggested that Ajmer was not a place suitable for the capital 
of the State of Rajasthan even if Ajmer Merwara were lobe 
integrated into the Union The views of the Patel Committee 
about Ajmer are contained in Paragraphs 69 to 72 of its Report 
Relevant Extracts from Paras 71 and 72 reproduced hereunder 
show that the claims of Ajmer for the Seat of Capital were ruled 
out in so many clear words — 

(71) There is of course no accommodation whatsoever 
available for either offices or residences m Ajmer 
It is true that all ihis could be built but it is equally 
true that it would cost crores of rupees while large 
accommodation available elsewhere would go waste 
Similarly electric power machines would have to 
be purchased and installed and practically all the 
amenities would have to be freshly provided This 
would mean for all practical purposes the creation 
of a new capital except that the site of Ajmer city 
IS being used 

(72) The only two claims of Ajmer lor being selected 
as Capital are firstly that it is situated practi 
cally in the geographical centre of the new Union 
and secondly that as the area has been free of 
Indian Slates domination for a considerable time 
the political awakening of the people of the area 
IS much more advanced than in other States We 
would like to observe that while there may be some 
force in th® second argument in these days of 
quick communications there is little force in

Medical & Public Health Facilitie* at Jaipur 
18 Jaipur city is well served with Hospitals and other medical 
facilities Th^re are 8 Stale owned big hospitals in the City 
The larg'^st ts the Sawai Mansingh Hospital v/hich is hou ed 
In a magnihcenl three storeyed building (.onstnacted iri a 
peaceful and clean locality There is at present a provision for 
600 beds m this Hospital The institution is very well equipped 
with upto date and most modern equipments and has got on 
its stall a number of highly qualified doctors of all India repute 
Recent extension of the hospital on the South has made it more 
spacious to provid** additional beds The daily average of 
outdoor patients attending this hospital is 1178 There is also 
a Stale Zenana Hospital for ladies vntb female personnel having 
capacity for 165 beds with a daily average of 191 outdoor 
patients TB Sanatorium Mental Hospital Lazaretto & Isolation 
Ho pit.>t and a Lep^r asylum are the other hospitals providing 
medical facilities to the inhabitants of the city at a daily average 
of 265 for indoor and 18o for outdoor patients Besides these 
there arc a Poh(-e Hospital a Military Hospital and a Jail Hospi 
tal vhicH a e specially meant for the needs of the Police 
Military and Jail Further there is one Government Ayurvedic 
Hospital with 60 beds 

19 Apart from these hospital"? there are seven State owned 
Dispensaries with resident Medical Officers situated m various 
thickly populated areas of the city Irrmediate medical aid is 
thus available practically at any point m the City The ave 
rag® number of outdoor patients dealt with at each of these 
dispensane !;» as follows

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20 There are six maternity home and child welfare centres 
m the city and also a Nature Cure Hospital m Gandhi Nagar 
There are about a dozen privately owned Aushdhalayas where 
free medical treatment and free medicines are provided 
These institutions are run by philanthropi t and are situated 
in various parts of the City 

21 Besides the above there are a large number of private 
Doctor Vaidyas and HaVims practising within the city Some 
of them are running their own dispensaries clinics and nursing 
homes with indoor arrmgementsand are equipped with modern 
surgical X Pay and other equipments 

22 The Municipal Health Services in the city are well orga 
nised and here is also an upto date well equipped Health 
Laboratory 

23 Jaipur can thus claim as the first and foremo t place m 
Rajasthan from the point of view of medical & health facilities 

Educational Facilities at Jaipur 

24 Jaipur is the seat of the Rajasthan University which was 
created in the year 1947 under the able guidance of Hi 
Highness of Jaipur Sir Mirza Ismait and Sir V T Kn hanama 
chan Prime Mim ters of former Jaipur State The Head 
quarters of the University are now located m its own building 
situated in a vast area in Gandhi Nagar where paciou con 
tructions of various academic and administrative blocks are 

going on The Univer ity has its own post graduate teaching 
departments at Jaipur in Economics and History along with 
re earch facilities A post graduate Law College is also run 
by the University In near future it is proposed to provide 
more residential facilities m the University with various other 
teaching departments Colleges all over Rajasthan including 
Ajmer are affiliated to this University 

25 The Board of Intermediate & Higher Secondary Education 
of Rajasthan recently established by the Government of 
Rajasthan has ai o its Head Quarters at Jaipur 

26 Besides the aforesaid 3 Post graduate Teaching Depart 
ments of the University there are 14 other Colleges m Jaipur 
a list of which is given below along with the nuirb? 
students reading therein and hostel accommodation alt 
thereto —

27 There are as many as 23 High Schools at Jaipur mclud ng 
Two Multipurpose High Schools four of these are exclusively 
meant for girls There are also 13 Middle Schools andSOPrI 
mary Schools in the city 

28 The Total number of students receiving education in all 
these educational institutions is about 60000 

29 These Colleges & Schools impart education m varied 
subjects and some of them have their own specialities The 
medical college at Jaipur is the only medical college in Rajas 
than For practical training and experience of the Students this 
college is attached to the Sawai Man Singh Hospital A separate 
Hostel has also recently been constructed for the medical 
college students 

The Rajasthan College established by the Government 
guile recently will admit selected students with Higher divisions 
for various conpetitive and administrative examinations 

The Maharam s Girls College which is a post graduate 
college for girls is one of the few post graduate colleges m 
India where highest education is provided to girls 

TheManarant Gayatn Devi Girls Public School is the 
only one of its kind in India for girls wherein a very High 
Standard of efficiency js maintained 


Hostd 
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There is also one Samt Xaviers High School which is 
run and managed by American Missionaries A very splendid 
and monumental building with vast amenities for play grounds 
and hostel accommodation has been erected for this institution 

There is also one School for Deaf and Dumb the only 
institution of its kind in Rajasthan imparting education to the 
Deaf and Dumb 

30 Jaipur is al o famous for fine Arts from tirres immemorial 
Jaipur has pla/ed a great role m the development and progress 
of arts and craft m the country Famous for its High quality in 
painting distinguished m the Oiiental School of Music and 
dancing in Rajput Style m the Kathak School of dance and re 
nowned for its peculiar designs m architecture and sculpture 
Jaipur has always held a prominent position not only m this 
country but even abroad The old traditions are still being 
maintained The Rajasthan Kala Sansthan and the Maharani 
kishore Kumari Sanqeet Nritya Niketan are some ot the impor 
tant centres where training m music and dancing is being 
provided to amateurs These institutions have earned high 
prai e from persons of repute in this field The School of Arts 
and Crafts is another such institution which has turned out a 
number of big artists and craftsmen who are famous for their 
works and is still functioning for the advancement of tne e arts 

31 The valuable collections of rare manuscripts and painting 
of medieval times and excellent pieces of arts and handicraft 
and literature ir the Museum Pothikhana and Public Library 
provide ample scope for learning to a student of these arts 

32 The cultural activities in Jaipur are also varied and multi 
fanous The following are some of the important organisations 
which represent the different spheres The city is always thrilled 
by one or the other function organised by these institutions 
which are largely participated by men ot difterent ia le and 
temperament -~

33 Jaipur is thus a leading centre in educational and cuJ ur 
activities in Rajasthan and is matched by tew and surpa e 
by none- in India 

Water supply and drinkine water facilities 

34 Jaipur has an adequate supply of ftesh and filtered drink 
mg water The water supply for Jaipur i from Ramgarh Bund 
and Amanishah The catchment Area of tbi Bund is abou 
297 sq miles and when completely full it has got the capacity 
of containing 2000 million c it of water Even if there are no 
rams for three or four year continually Jaipur can have 
abundant supply o{ water from this source 

35 The present upply from Ramgarh Bund is about 18 
million gallons per day and from Amanishah is 20 million 
gallons and the rest 12 million gallons is from other tube wells 
and open wells m different parts of the city At present there 
are 6 filter beds having a capacity of 25 000 gallons per hour 
The average input is above 5 million cubic feel The present 
pipe line from the Bund to the city Is of 17 The construction 
of two double sized beds is likely to raise the present capacity 
by two to three times 

36 The reorganisation scheme to augment the supply of water 
to Jaipur city from the Ramgarh Bund has already been taken 
m hand with the following details — 

(1) Laying of an additional 27 pipe line from Ramgarh 
Bund to the city The work has already been started 

(2) Construction of a reservoir with a capacity of 
15 00 000 lac gallons at Lachinan Doongn The work 
IS m progress 

(31 Construction of more filter beds with a capacity of 
15 million gallons per hour has been sanctioned 

(4) Construction of raw water tank outside Bund Gate 
with a storage capacity of 30 million gallons 

37 The second source of 1 rater upply to Jaipur City is the 
Amanishah Water Works vrhere there are 22 open wells and 
3 tube wells constructed in the bed of Amanishah Nallah 
at the Western outskirts of the city The total daily supply from 
this source at pre ert Is 20 million gallons The pumpfngb 
done generally ior 20 to 24 hours daih 
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38 Construction of two more tube wells in the bed of Aroan 
Shah Nallah has been started The additional supply from this 
source IS expected to be about 2 million gallons per day 

39 Thus the total water supply of Jaipur from the existing 
sources is about 5 50 to 5 75 million gallons per day and works 
out at the rate of 14 gallons per day per head of the pre ent 
population of about 4 lac The total supply of water after 
completion of the t it tension schemes at Ramgarh Bund which 
are already in hand and which are expected to be completed 
m 3 years or so will be about 12 million gallons per day which 
means that the yield of water per day per head will rise to 
about 25 gallons for the estimated population of the capital at 
5 lacs 

It is submitted that m no other city of Rajasthan there are 
facilities to give even half of the water suoply which is available 
at Jaipur 

40 Apart from these permanent sources of water supply 
there is a net work of drinking water wells in and around the 
city with a daily output of 1 5 million gallons of water which 
are worked by electricity to supply additional water for gardens 
and agricultural requirements This water could also be 
uhli ed for water borne sewerage This is further to be noted 
that there is also ample sub soil water in and around Jaipur 
City and all the gardens in the bungalows in some of the new 
schemes are watered by pumping out these wells 

41 A special feature of water supply at Jaipur is that it is 
being supplied all the 24 hours and there has been no occa ion 
for rationing of water in this city as is the case with the other 
cities of Rajasthan including Ajmer and Jodhpur 

Electricity Facilities 

42 The present capacity of the Power Housf at Jaipur which 
13 State owned is 1C800 K W and at pre ent there js no 
dearth of Electric energy either for domestic purpo es or fof 
small or large scale indu tries During the last two years of 
the 1st Plan period a sum of Rs 65 lacs was sanctioned for 
the development of the Power House at Jaipur of which Rs 52 
lacs have been spent In purchase of new Generators and the 
rest on other head It is proposed to instal a new generator 
which will produce another SCOO K W of Electric E 

An order for the samejws already been placed 



Rs 20 00 000 in the development ot these schemes during the 
la 1 2 year Scheme worth R 2571000 have already been 
taken m Hand m the current year The ej also another scheme 
to bpend R 53 lacs m the year 1958 59 by the Urban Improve 
me it Boaid on nev/ development schemes The total number 
ol plots CO tructed in variou chimes during the years 1949 
to 1957 ac ordmg to the records of the Urban Improvement 
Board and the Municipality is 2945 and several hundreds ol 
plots are under construction at present The estimated cost of 
the buildings constructed m the e schemes according to the 
Urban Improvement Board records is about Rs 7 15 50 OCO/ 

A labour colony and an Industrial Estate are also under 
construction 

51 Large tracts ol open land on the South and West of the 
City are available for further developments and it can be said 
with a certain degree of authority that there can be no shortage 
of land for development in future and that any conceiveable 
increase in population can easily be accommodated 

52 There is ample number of Government buildings available 
m Jaipur which are suitable for Government offices courts etc 

The Raiasthan Secretariat Buildmq is very spac ops and 
magnificient and is one of the tmest Secretariat Buildings in the 
whole of India There is as a matter of fact no other building 
in Rajasthan that might accommodat'^^ so much staff and a» the 
same time suit other requirements 

53 The Sawai Man Singh Town Hall is of its own kind m 
Rajasthan quite suitable for holding the A sembly sessions It 
has gof-a seating capacity of 550 persons The building is well 
furnished with microphones and acoustic equipments Apart 
from the main Assembly Hall there are a number rooms in 
the building round about the main Hall which are used at 
present to house Assembly Secretariat Chambers for Ministers 
and Deputy Ministers viaitmg rooms canteen and dining rooms 

54 Besides the vast network of private bungalows Ihere are 
about 150 decent and well furnished bungalows owned by the 
State which are at present occupied for the residence of the 
Ministers Sei-retaries other Heads of Departments and other 
Government Officials There are about 400 State owned staff 
quarters all around the city A large number of Government 
Officials have either built their own bungalows or are residing 
in rented bungalows Thus there is no difficulty with the 
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present available accommodation to house all the Ministers 
Secretaries and other Government officers Two first class 
spacious bungalows recently converted into one with va t open 
space and gardens for the residence of the Governor are quite 
suitable for the residence of the Governor and also for the 
office of the Governor 

b5 There is suitable accommodation for 825 cavalry men 
650 horses and 1200 infantry men There are building which 
are occupied at present by the Military Stationed per onnel in 
Jaipur for emergency purposes There are also 25 first class 
Bungalows nicely planned for the use of Military officers 

56 The following are the important buildings which have

59 With a view to provide lodging and boarding facilities of 
a very high and decent quality H H the Maharaja of Jaipur is 
contemplating to convert the Ram Bagh Palace into a Cosmo 
pohtan Hotel With the maturing of this scheme high dess 
touusts ‘idra all parts of the world \/ould have amenities oi 
first rate type in some respect excelling even those which 
are available m the most upto date hotels ol prominent 
modern cities 

Communications & Means of Transport 

bO Jaipur is the only uity in Rajasthan on the Air Map of 
India and there is daily return air servii^e between Delhi and 
Jaipur There is also a flying club at Jaipur 

61 Jaipur is on the mam Meter guage line of the Western 
Railway running between Delhi and Ahmedabad and is also 
well connected with all parts of Rajasthan A new building of 
the Jaipur Railway Station is under construction It fs also the 
Divisional Head quarters of the Western Railways 

62 Jaipur is conne*,ted by road with Delhi by the national 
highway Good metalled roads branch off m all directions 
and connect all big towns of Rajasthan and the Trunk Roads to 
the various cities of India are also directly aL-cessible Jaipur 
IS connected with Alwar Bharatpur Karauli Tonk Kota Bundi 
Ajmer Jodhpur Udaipur and Bikaner by pucca roads and 
there is regular bus service 

63 Jaipur city is well erved with roads Means of locomo 
lion from one part of the city to the other are efficient The 
tom mileage of th^> roads m and around the city is 160 miles 









Jaipur has the largest number of private cars public taxies m 
Rajasthan and there is also a well organised bus service system 
in the city The Tongas and Rikshaws are available at the 
stands all the 24 hours of the day Commercial venicles 
trucks laddhies and thelas for movement of goods are innume 
rable Similar facilities in other towns of Rajasthan for move 
ment of goods or passenger traffic are very meagre 

64 The city is well served with efficient telephone system 
About 2200 telephone connections are at piesent working in 
the City There is no difficulty m obtaining new telephone 
connections for the Government offices and private concerns 
The telephone system is directly connected by Trunk line with 
Delhi Bombay and Agra The installation of an automatic tele 
phone system in the city has already bean planned and orders 
have been placed for the requisite equipment for the purpose 

Industries & Commerce 

65 Jaipur is m the process of becoming one of the big mdus 
trial centres of India There are a number of big industries at 
Jaipur such as the Ball Bearing Factory Non ferrous Metal 
Industry Spinning & Weaving Mills Rolling Mills etc some

68 The Government ha set apart various locahties round 
about the city of Jaipur for being developed into industrial 
areas and new chetnes are being considered by the mdus 
irialists and some are under negotiation with the Go /eminent 
AN INDUSTRIAL £ STATE has recently been established at 
Jaipur the inauguration of which was performed by Hon ble 
Manubhai M Shah Union Minister of Industry 


69 Apart from industries the trade and Commerce at Jaipur 
IS also far m advance in comparison to other towns of Rajasthan 
The mam business is of jewellery emeralds and synlhebc 
stone cloth cottage industries wool leather gram bullion 
etc Jaipur is renowned throughout the world for the art of 
gem cutting It ha got a large number of precision workers 
nearly 25000 workers are employed in this lapidiary work 
Thf* art of tie and dye is al o one of the best arts not found 
m any other part of India Lac bangles Embroidered shoes 
Brass ware Ivory and Sandal product are also some of the 
articles which find exoort to variou parts of India and also 
abroad 


70 The Banking System in Jaipur is well organised and 
there are safe deposit vaults in ome of the Banks Jaipur has 
got branches of more than a dozen leading Scheduled Banks 
With facilities ot foreign exchange Four Banks viz the Bank of 
Jaipur I td Joipur and the Bank ot Rajasthan the State Bank of 
India and the Raja than Slate Cooperative Bank have got their 
own spacious buildings m the heart of the city 

71 Jaipur has always maintained a catholic and cosmopol »aR 
out look and the afmo phete of narrow regionalism and 
communalism has ilv ays be^n absent There u complete good 
will and fellow feeling between all tne communities m Jaipur 
It IS further to be noted that almost every per on official 
non official who has once stayed here has made lai*. 
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permanent home It is also \/orthy ot note that ail^rthe partition 
when the rest ol India wa on the hot bed ot turmoils and serious 
communal riots the atmoshpere oI Jaipur State and particularly 
ol Jaipur city remained perfectly calm and peacelul 

Recreation Facilities 

72 The city has got five first cla s Cinema houses All the 
cinemas are equipped with modern furniture and upto dale 
fittings Two of the e cinemas are fitted with air conditioned 
units 

73 There are 4 very good clubs having their own buildings 
situated m dif erent localities and also a number ot sports 
association and clubs which ensure a pleasant evening for 
persons of different tastes and culture Jaipur is the Head 
Quarter of the All India Polo Association and possesses the 
best turf Polo ground m India Practically all the colleges and 
most ot the High Schools have got their own spacious play 
grounds 

Scenic and Historical Places 

7*1 Jaipur nas its own History and cultural heritage The city 
IS bounded on all sides by hills with natural streams tanks 
and lakes The rulers ot Jaipur had always been lovers ot 
natural beauty and had tried to maintain places ol public 
interest at a considerable expenditure Thousands ot tourists 
are attracted to visit Jaipur every year due to its natural 
surrounding 

75 The Museum m Ramniwas Gardens designed m Indo 
Sarcenic tyle laid \nth stone carving^, and beautiful trellis 
work decorated with fresco paint ng from the Hindu Epics and 
Ajanta Cave can hardly be excelled bv anv building at any 
other place in Rajasthan 

76 Tnere are a number of public garden and parks in and 
around the city The spacious and well planned Rammwas 
Gardens so do e to the City is one of its own kind for a pleasant 
resort for the general public 

77 The famou observatory of Jai'ijngh the palaces at 
Amber 7 miles north of Jaipur and a number of beautiful 
temples will attract every one which once seen cannot be for 



78 Besides the aforesaid beautiful sight eeing places the 
fort of Nahargarh ha recently been opened to public and 
VI itors It affords a splendid hilly site for recreation and 
provideo one with a bsautirul view of this nicely planned city 
Miscellaneous 

79 All India Radio Station has already been established at 
Jaipur wherefrom in addition to the daily morning and evening 
news broadcasts several other mu ical and entertainment pro 
grammes are relayed every day 

80 Fruit and vegetable production m the vicinity o* Jaipur 
is so abundant that after meetirg the demands of the present 
population fruits ard vegetables in good quantity are ent out 
daily to Delhi and other parts of Rajasthan 

81 Four standard local Hindi daily papers are published 
from Jaipur apart from a number of weekly fortnightly and 
monthly magazines and Journals etc 

AJMER 

82 The only argument advanced m support of Ajmer to be the 
capital or the eat of High Court that it is practically situated 
m the geographical centre of the State Had it been the only 
criterion for the selection of the Capital Delhi should not 
have been elected as the Capital of India as it is far away 
from the centre of the Country Nor Calcutta Bombay Madra'^ 
Patna Cuttack Hyderbad and Luckroir would have been 
allowed to remain the capitals of the various states In these 
days of quick means of communication the considera ion of 
centrally situated place for being a capital of a State has no 
weight i,rhat oever A capital need not necessarily be located 
at the geographical centre of an area although other facilities 
being equal thi factor would certainly have some weight But 
housing accommodation water upply educational medical 
and other facilities nece sary for the capital o* a big State like 
Rajasthan are almost nil at Ajmer It js why the case of Ajmer 
simply on the plea of its being iluated in the centre of 
Rajasthan stands no ground 

Insufficient Accommodation at Ajmer 

83 There is no accommodation \/hat oever available 
either offices or residence n Ajmer Ajmer has failed w 


provide uUable acconiniodatiop for the office of the Commis 
sioner which has been shifted from Jaipur after the merger of 
Aimer m Rajasthan Therefore li the capital is shifted to Ajmer 
it would be impossib'e tor Ajmer to provide accommodation 
for a big 'ecrelanat a large number of department the State 
Assembly Minislers M L As and a b g number oi government 
employees It is equally i n possible for Ajmer to provide 
accommodation for the High Court of Rajasthan bungalows for 
Judges Registrars and Advocates and their parafernahas 

Unsatisfactory water supply at Ajmer 

84 The water supply at Ajmer has all along been a great 
problem for the people of Ajmer AU attempts to increase the 
supply of water have proved futile The three outces of water 
supply VIZ Budha Pushkar Foy Sagar Lake Bhaonta well 
are inadequate even for the present population of the town 
When the schemes at present under contemplation are put in 
execution the available supply for the present population of 
Ajmer v/ill be about 10 gallons p^r head against the normal 
requirements of a modem city of 20 gallons per head Thus the 
sources of water supply at Ajrrer which is a vital factor in 
making a decision regarding the selection of the place for the 
seat of Capital of Rajasthan are totally insufficient to meet the 
needs of an increased population The matter of having flush 
latrines in Ajmer cannot even be thought of 

Electricity Medical facilities etc at Ajmer 

85 As regards electricity the present pot\ er house at Ajmer 
is afso so small and inadequate that it cannot meet the 
demands of the population of a capital Electric power general 
mg machines would have to be purchased and practically all 
the amenities would have to be freshly provided if the capital 
IS shitted there 

The present educational and medical facilities there can 
hardly cope with the increased demand of the capital The 
number of educational irstituhons and the accommodation 
available there will be found mo t inadequate for any expansion 
so js also the case with medical facilities ft is true that all this 
accommodation could be bu It and required amenities can be 
provided but it is equally tru** that it would cost crores of rupees 
while large accommcdation and other amenities available 
presently at Jaipur would go wastp 
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JODHPUR 

86 Jodhpur is situated in one corner of the State it is ofa 
away from various other distr cts of the State and it will be 
most inconvenient for overwhelming majoritv of the population 
of the State to go to Jodhpur for vanou matters connected 
with the administration as the densely populated area of the 
State IS far off from Jodhpur and theie are no communication 
facilitve to and from Jodhpur Most of the District Head guar 
ters are not directly connected with Jodhpur There are neither 
good road tran'iport fauihties available nor it is well connected 
by Railway lines 

87 If we look into the ram fall of Jodhpur it is hardly 13 86 

per year as compared to that of Jaiour wh<^re it is more than 
24 inches The water “^uppl v problem would therefore create 
an insurmountable problem if Jodhpur is selected as Capital 
The present water upply at Jodhpur i to a great extent un 
filtered and hardlv 8 aallons per day per head 


88 The maximum temoerature m Jodhpur is 118 which Is 
another di qualification for its selection as capital The town 
13 aLo not well planned and does not deserve to be the capital 
of a big State 

89 Then again if we lum to the Commerce & Industries m 
Jodhpur tv find lh„t 'here is not a single big industry worth 
the name and there i no score for industrial development 

90 The greatest draw back with Jodhpur tor bemg selected as 
the Capitol 1 = Its proiomity with the long border of Pah tan 
It would not be advisable to lake the ri k ot locating Ine &p,lal 

so near the border from tralogio point of viei. '•>'* 

heart of a stale and .1 should always be at a plane which may 
attract people from all parts el the country and may ensure 
to them a peaceful living unmarred by the constant risks 
which always lurk in the minds of the people living neat the 
border 


91 This factor alone Js therefore sufficient to rule out the case 
of Jodhpur which is also unsuitable irom all other points of 


view 

92 What has been said above regarding the location 
capitaUl Jodhpur equally applies to th^ location of the 
High Court 
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at the capital ol the State and this is due to obvious reasons 
Even in the New state of Punjab which was formed after the 
partition of India new capital had to be built at Chandigarh 
and inspite of the fact that the High Court of Punjab was func 
honing at Simla and also mspite of the fact that a very magm 
ficent and spacious building for the High Court was available 
at Patiala a completely new building for the High Court has 
been built at Chandigarh and the High Court of the State 
has been shifted to the new Capital 

104 Consequent upon the merger of the various States into the 
present State of Rajasthan there had been a lot of displacement 
so far as Lawyers are concerned Leadingadvocates from Bharat 
pur Kotah Bundi Bikaner Ajmer etc had to shift to Jaipur and 
most of them have even built their private bungalows at Jaipur 
at a very heavy cost If the High Court is located elsewhere 
it Will mean further uprooting of tho e lawyers who after 
having been formerly uprooted have row settled themselves 
at Jaipur Further if Jaipur is not kept the seat of the High Court 
about 40 Advocates and hundreds of other persons will have to 
shift from Jaipur while if the High Court is located at Jaipur the 
number of persons who might shift to Jaipur would be very small 


105 With the merger of Ajmer in Rajasthan on the 1st Novem 
ber 1956 a number of leading Advocates from Ajmer have 
already shifted to Jaipur and established their offices here 
The shifting of the High Court from Jaipur would again cause 
their dislocation 


106 The Bench at Jaipur at present con I ts of 4 Judges and 
the Hon ble Chief Justice also sits on this Bench for a week 
every month The amount of work m the Jaipur Bench is also 
more than Jrd of the entire work m Rajasthan although at 
present the Bikaner Udaipur and Jodhpur Divisions (Three 
Divisions) are under the Jodhpur Bench while only Ajmer and 
R^fah Division are under the Jaipur Bench As previously sub 
rn *<=>d Jaipur is practically m the centre of the thickly popu 
lated area of this slate the population in Jodhpur Bikaner and 
UdaipuT Divisions being very sparse as the major part of Jodhpur 
and B kaner Divisions is a desert th® Bench at Jaipur serves the 
neei of ^ e majonly of Ih® population cf the State 

107 Ir oa ® ihQ High Court is located at Jodhpur the 
of the vgan who have to go to the High Court will

Aimer) and the Kolah Divi ions ard tney would have to under 
go additional expenses and great inconvenience in having to 
goto Jodhpur Therefore from the point of view of inconveni 
ence and expi^nses in kf=‘*=‘ping the High Court at Jodhpur or 
Aimer Jaipur is the most suitable place for the location of the 
High Court 

108 The facilities available to the litigant public in the matter 
of accommodation library Hotels etc are greater m Jaipur than 
at any other place in Ra)a than 

109 If the High Court is located at the Capital a very great 
advantage that the litigating public and the advocates both 
derive from it is that they can attend simultaneously to their 
other works m the Secretariat or the other Departments or offices 
of the Governmeni- for example the Board of Revenue Settle 
ment Department and lagir & Local Self Govt Departments 
This facility would not be available to the public in ca«e the 
High Court ib located at any other place 

110 Amongst the members of Legislative A sembly of the 
State the advocates have a predominant number It the High 
Court IS located at the capital these Advocate Legislators can 
render dual services to then state by both worVing as advocates 
and also di charging the ir duties efficiently as Legislator To 
remove the High Court from the Capital would be to depn\ e 
the legislature of the ervices of the Advocates which is a 
necessity in the present day adm nistration of any country be 
cause if the High Court is located away from the capital the 
Advocate Legislators would have to choo e between either 
practising as Advocates (which cannot easily be given up) or 
working as legislators 

111 The facilities available to the Judges Advocate and the 
staff of the High Court m having the seat of the High Court at 
the Capital m regard to the amenities regarding the upbringing 
of their children their education and their future career need 
no elaboration 

112 Out of the SIX Judges of the Rajasthan High Court 4 have 
built their own spacious and costly Bungalows in Jaipur while 
out of the remaining only one Hon ble Judge has his private 
Bungalow at Jodhpur In case the High Court is located at Jaipur 
pro\i ion v/ill only be required to be made for the residence of 
the Hon ble the Chit“f Justice and two other Judges While in 
case thaHigh Court is located elsev/here provision is lobe made 
for the residence of all the Hon ble Judges of the High Court 



113 The High Court ha n the changing conditions of the life 
of our Country to play a very impo tant part a it is m a position 
not only to curb official eyes es but also to giv^ guidance to 
the Govt and it o‘ ue and also to crea*e reforms in the 
manner of living social customs and traditions of the 
masses 

114 tor this It IS ne>,e sary tnat the Hon ble Hign Court 
Judges should be conversant with the day to day development 
m the fields of Admmisira ion as also in th*» various walks of 
life Being at the Capital would if ord i great advanto.geto 
the Hon ble Judges ard the member oi the Bar m that they 
would be enabled to come in contact with important digni 
taries statesmen and others who generally visit the Capital 
From the contact with these eminent people the Judges and 
the Members of the Bar will certainly be able to broaden tht ir 
outlook and thus help in the prooress oi the nation To keep 
the High Court at a distant come far avray irom the capital 
the centre of various actmtr'^s or the State would tentamount 
to keep the Judges and the members of the Bar ui their ivory 
toirers They not be thus> m a position to contribute to the 
progress of the nation 

115 At present the only tnree claimants for the seat o* the 
High Court in Rajasthan are the cities of Ajmer Jodhpur and 
Jaipur So tar as Ajmer IS concerned it has neither any build 
mg nor an adequate water supply nor housing accommoda 
tion for the Hon ble Judges Members of the Bar and Staff and 
there is also no scope for any expansion of the town Ajmer 
v/as never a eat of High Court There was only Judicial Com 
missioner s court formerly which was al o held m an unsuitable 
rented building 

116 As regards Jodhpur its un usability ha already been 
jointed out while dealing with the location of the Capital The
